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Abiding In Christ

It is by Christ and through Christ 
that we are saved, and if we are to be 
kept saved we must abide in Him. There 
are those who would have us believe 
that everything depends upon Him, and 
nothing upon us. We are told that we 
cannot save ourselves, and that is true; 
that we cannot keep ourselves, and that 
also is true. He must save us, and He 
must keep us; otherwise we shall not 
be saved, and, having been saved, we 
shall not be kept. But let us not go to 
extremes; let us keep in the middle of 
the road; let us remember that the Bible 
teaches us that God does not save us 
apart from our co-operation, neither does 
He keep us apart from our willingness 
to be kept and our observance of the 
rules that we must observe in order that 
we may be kept. Not only is it necessary 
that Christ abide in us; it is also neces- 
sary that we abide in Christ. 

Abiding in Christ is essential to a 
continuation of spiritual life. This is 
evident from the words of our Lord 
Himself. He said, “Every branch in me 
that beareth not fruit He,” that is, the 
Father, “taketh away.” John 15:2. Since 
there is no life for the branch outside 
of the vine there is no life for us outside 
of Christ who is the true Vine. When 
we became branches of that Vine we 
were grafted into it, and if the Father 
takes us away from the Vine into which 
we have been grafted, we die, for the 
life is not in us, apart from Christ, but 
is in Christ, and can be in us only as 
we are in Him. So, it is impossible to lay 
too great emphasis upon abiding in 
Christ. Our spiritual life depends upon 
it. Outside of Christ there is only death. 

Abiding in Christ is necessary that we 
may be fruit-bearing Christians. And it is 
the will of the Lord that every one of us 
bear fruit. And Paul tells us what the fruit 
that God would have us bear is,—‘“love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
_ goodness, faith, meeknesss, temperance.” 

Gal. 5:22, 23. Our Lord tells us that we 
can bear this fruit only as we abide in 
Him. In order that fruit may be pro- 
duced there must be life, and, not only 
life, but the right kind of life. The life 
that is in the grapevine produces grapes 
that are produced by the branch if the 
branch abides in the parent vine, but if 
the branch is severed from the vine, it 
withers and dies, and of course produces 
no fruit. This is so evident that it hardly 
needs to be said; but truth that is self- 
evident we need to be reminded of from 
time to time. 

Abiding in Christ is the best possible 
testimony to the world that there is a 
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reality in the Christianity of Jesus Christ. 
One of the reasons why so many people 
outside of the fold of Christ have such a 
little confidence in Christianity is be- 
cause so many who call themselves Chris- 
tians live such lax lives. That this is true 
every one of us knows. In every com- 
munity are men and women who profess 
to belong to the Lord; they attend church 
services, and would feel insulted if they 
were told that they are not Christians; 
and yet there is little or no difference 
between them and the people who live 
on the same street who make no preten- 
sions whatsoever and rarely, if ever, 
darken the door of a church. How often 
does a man when asked to become a 
Christian tell us that he is just as good 
as his neighbor who professes to be a 
Christian! Very frequently somebody 
who is outside the pale of the visible 
church tells us that he is living a better 
life than is being lived by those inside. 
He has looked at a few professing Chris- 
tians, and has seen their inconsistencies, 
and has judged all by the few. Jesus 
said, “Let your light so shine before 
men that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is in heav- 
en. Are we doing this? How should we 
let our light shine? By living consistently 
consecrated Christian lives; in, other 
words, by abiding in Christ, and bearing 
fruit as a result of thus abiding. It is not 
enough that we have been baptized in 
water, and have joined the church; it is 
not enough that we have borne testi- 
mony with our lips that we are children 
of God—we must live as Christians should 
live. It is the only real proof that we 
are members of the divine family, the 
only real proof that the world can see 
and will accept. 

Abiding in Christ is a proof of our 
constant readiness for translation in the 
hour of our Lord’s coming. We have all 
said repeatedly that we believe that the 
coming of the Lord draweth nigh, that 
it will not be long until He shall appear, 
the Bridegroom for His. bride, and that 
when He appears He will catch away 
Wis waiting saints from the gathering 
shadows of the approaching storm. We 
have said it so many times that the say- 
ing had become trite. We expect to hear 
it almost every time we go to the house 
of God. There was a time when it thrilled 
our hearts. Does it thrill us now? If not, 
why not? Have we lost the vision? Have 
we come to the conclusion that we were 
mistaken, and that, because the Master 
has delayed His coming He is going to 
continue to delay it, and that therefore 
it is not so important that we be on the 
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tiptoe of expectancy? Let us not forget — 
that the words of the Master are still 
true, “In such an hour as ye think not the — 
Son of man cometh.” The very fact that 
many who were eagerly looking for Him 
and waiting for Him a few years ago 
have ceased to thus eagerly wait and look — 
is in itself an evidence that His coming 
is near. Certainly it is nearer than when 
we believed. “He that shall come will 
come, and will not tarry.” And the saints — 
who will be “caught away” will be those 
saints who are found abiding in Christ. 


Oh, it is important that we abide in~ 
Him! It is essential to a continuation 
of our spiritual life; it is necessary that — 
we may be fruit-bearing Christians; it | 
is the best possible testimony to the world 
that there is a reality in the Christianity 
of Jesus Christ; and it is the proof of our — 
constant readiness for translation in the 
hour of the Lord’s coming. 


If severed from the parent vine 
The branches wither, dreop, and die; 
They cannot live though they combine, 
And, linked in closest union, try. 
Their purpose and their plan to live 
Most certainly would be in vain, 
For they must have the vine to give 
The needed life from day to day. 


And Christ has said He is the Vine, 
And we the branches, and in Him, 
The human Christ, the Lord divine, 
Whose glories never shall grow dim, 
We must abide if we would live, 
And bring forth fruit and scatter seed, 
For He, and He alone can give 
The life that is the life indeed. 


So help me, Lord, to thus abide, 
Oblivious of the world’s appeal,

“And all that I have is thine.” Luke 15:31 

(Read Luke 15:25-32) 

Everyone knows the story of the Prod- 
igal Son. The Prodigal Son was guilty 
of the sins of deser- 
tion and of dissipa- 
tion. Ever since the 
days of Christ, wan- 
ders from God have 
been encouraged by 
this story to return to 
our Heavenly Father 
to find forgiveness 
and. restoration. 

a As I read the story 

again the other day, 1 was struck with 
the words of the father to the son who 
stayed at home. When this’ Pharisaic 
elder brother complained that he had 
never been rewarded for his faithfulness, 
and poured scorn on his wayward broth- 
er, the father turned in amazement and 
replied, “Son, thou art ever with me, 
and all that I have is thine.” 

In the blazing light of those words, it 
is clear that a wide gulf existed between 
the father and the elder brother. The 
elder brother lived in his father’s house, 
but evidently did not know his father. 
Evidently there were very few happy 
hours of fellowship that he had entered 
mto with his father. The parable ends 
with the elder brother and the father 
facing each other. Is it possible that the 
elder brother stands there and realizes 
that it is his own fault that he has missed 
so much? Unclaimed blessings. Lost op- 
portunities and fellowship and joy. The 
singing, the music, and the laughter 
celebrating his prodigal brother’s return 
might have been his all of the time. 

Who is this elder brother? Whom 
does he represent? He has not wandered 
from his father’s house. He has not 
wasted his father’s substance in riotous 
living. He is represented by the ninety 
and nine sheep within the fold and by 
the nine coins which were not lost. 
Interpret the parable as you will, you 
must arrive at the conclusion that here 
is 2 man who failed to claim that which 
was rightfully his. The blessings of 
sonship, the blessings of fellowship, the 
multiplied gifts of his father—all were 
unclaimed. All were in a sort of spiritual 
dead-letter department as far as_ this 
elder brother was concerned. He had 
missed it all, either through lack of 
inierest, through failure to value these 
biessings as he ought, or through being 
absorbed in something else. 

The elder brother is not the only one 
who has failed to claim that which was 
rightfully his. Think of the multitudes 


Brother Balliet, now of North Holly- 
wood, is from this District originally. 
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who fail to claim the blessings that 


God has stored for them in His Word. 
The Word of God is spiritual meat and 
drink for God’s people. Feeding on this 
precious Book brings grace and strength. 
Yet, with ever so many it is a forgotten 
book. The Bible is like a mirror reflect- 
ing the beauty of Christ. God says that 
as we gaze on the beauty of Christ in 
ilis Word we are changed into the 
same image from glory to glory. What 
a wonderful Book. Words of Life! Words 
of power! But too often the Bible is 
the neglected book—the Book of un- 
claimed blessings. 

Those who neglect the Bible are much 
like the Pennsylvania farmer who owned 
a farm with which he steadily grew 
discouraged. One day he sold the farm 
for $1000. The man who bought the 
farm began to dig in the soil and found 
a million-dollar coal mine. Just think 
the first farmer had a million-dollar coal 
mine within his reach and didn’t know 
it only because he never troubled him- 
self to dig. The treasures of God’s Word 
are within your grasp. The Heavenly 
Father says “All that I have is thine.” 
Grace, blessing, spiritual power are wait- 
ing for you. Every place that the sole 
of your foot shall tread upon, in the 
land of the Scriptures, God promises 
to give to you. 

I think of the unclaimed blessings of 
the Spirit-filled life. The elder brother 


desperately needed deliverance from his 


bitter, fault-finding, sour spirit. He could 
have had it, too. The joy and strength 
of good fellowship were waiting, for 
him, but he never claimed them. How 
many believers are like Lazarus when 
he was raised from the dead. They have 
life given to them by the command of 
Christ, but, like Lazarus, they are bound 
with grave clothes. They have never 
been loosed. They don’t know what 
glorious victory and joy awaits them in 
the Spirit-baptized life. They have never 
tasted of the more abundant life which 
the Lord Jesus promised. And yet the 
words of the Father ring out—“All that 
I have is thine.” The gifts and the power 
of the Holy Spirit are for you. The 
promise is-unto you, and your children! 

A visitor stood in awe, gazing upon 
the Niagara Falls. He made a mental 
estimate of the potential power that 
could be generated by the falls, and then 
he thought of the hundreds of years that 
the water has been pouring over these 
falls, and he said aloud, “The greatest 
source of unused power in all the world 
is Niagara Falls.” A Christian standing 
nearby thought of the needs of people 
the world around, and thought of God’s 
wonderful provisions to meet those needs, 
and he replied, “No, the greatest source 
of unused power lies in God.” 

What do you need? Peace, joy, the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit, divine heal- 
ing, guidance? All of these blessings are 
yours in Christ. Our Heavenly Father 
says to you, “All that I have is thine.” 
Let God’s blessing be unclaimed no 
longer! In humble, believing faith, re- 
ceive from the hand of God that which 
He freely offers.

Luke 10:21—“In that same hour, Jesus 
rejoiced in spirit.”

He was obedient, even 
to the death on the cross, and this was 
a source of great joy. He was fully yield- 
ed to the Father's will, and was deter- 
mined that it would be fulfilled in His 
life. Hear Him say, “The cup which my 
father has given me, shall I not drink it?” 
He could rejoice because of His obedi- 
ence. Shall we not draw a lesson from 
His example? How we need to be set 
free from all vagueness and uncertainties! 
From all dislike of the Father’s methods 
of bringing blessings to us. How we 
need to be set free from a dislike for 
the Lord’s commandments which have 
been ascribed to us. The Scripture states 
that we may eat the good of the land 
when we are willing and obedient.

May we have the same clear vision of 
God, and thus we will be lifted above

bringing a new source of holy joy. 

Christ also had the joy of a soul filled 
with the Holy Ghost.

Another thought: Christ had the joy 
of a life and death used for God’s praise. 
In everything He did, Jesus glorified the 
Father. Jn living to that end, He fulfilled 
the desire of His own life. That desire 
was the deliverance of men from the 
guilt of their sin, and from the power 
of the devil. Thus God the Father was 
glorified in the absolute dedication of 
Christ’s life and death to that purpose. 
May the joy of our lives be that of 
glorifying the Father. Our Christian life 
must show forth His praises. Dedicated 
to this selfsame principle, we must live 
so that the benediction of God’s ap- 
proval will be evident in everything we 
do.

9,000,000 Neurotics 

Don't look now, but that smiling young 
man who served you your coffee, one 
day may break into a hysterical rage, 
so says Dr. Perry D. Cook, who adds: 
“He may be one of the 9,000,000 people 
in this country suffering from a mental 
illness. Underneath his calm, easy-going 
exterior, he may be seething with emo- 
tional conflicts which one day may break 
through unless he is checked in time. 
He is the one out of every 16 Ameri- 
cans with a personality disturbance. 
However, he can be helped.” 

Founded by Dr. Cook, a nonprofit 
organization called Neurotics Anony- 
mous, Inc. has been formed in Mead- 
ville, Penn. It will operate on a nation- 
wide scale. 

Shortage of Missionaries 

According to a survey of all denomina- 
tions made by the Evangelical Foreign 
Missions Association, there is only one 
missionary to every 21,000 population 
in Africa, one to 43,000 in Latin America, 
one to 70,000 in Japan, one to 96,000 in 
the Near East, one to 130,000 in India 
and Pakistan, and one to every 150,000 
in Southeast Asia.

According to Advent Witness (Eng- 
land), 30 per cent of England’s unmar- 
ried women become mothers. 

New Prisons Needed 

The State Director of Corrections has 
expressed concern over the mounting 
prisons population. He told members of 
the Governor’s cabinet that there is a 
need to build a new prison in California 
every year to avoid dangerous over- 
crowding of existing facilities. 


Church Growing in Russia 

Baptists in Russia have increased 800 
per cent under Communism, according 
to Dr. F. Bredahl Peterson of Copen- 
hagen, president of the European Bap- 
tism Federation. Their number increased 
from 400,000 a generation ago to 3,200,- 
000, according to statistics released by 
the Baptist Union in Russia and checked 
by the Russian Ministry of Cults. 
Biological Warfare 

Biological warfare is almost certain 
in a third’world war, says a doctor of 
public health who specializes in disas- 
ter preparedness. He indicates that the 
United States is pretty well heeled in 
this respect and also has concentrated 
on “satisfactory defense measures to be 
used against these same agents.” But 
he draws no picture of people falling 
dead by the thousands. It might show 
up in failure of fields to develop crops, 
dwindling yields from trees, vines and 
other vegetation, or in the sickness or 
sterility of livestock. This view of the 
possibilities is presented by Dr. John 
Beeston, acting director of disaster pre- 
paredness at the University of California 
at Los Angeles.

Let us 
believe that our working together on 
this great project will not only affect the 
establishing of new Assemblies of God 
churches in the District, but will result 
in a quickening of fervency and vision 
that shall unite us in a common cause 
and create a spirit of revival and fel- 
lowship as we “labor together for God.”

Our closing service on this island was 
at Glad Tidings church at Hilo for Sun- 
day evening. Our Sister Bernice Strick- 
land Procter was one of the early found- 
ers of this church, which is now pastored 
by Brother Peter Funk. 


We count our trip around the Island 
of Hawaii as a highlight of our visit, 
as we saw the sacrifice and faithfulness 
of these fine gospel pioneer workers. It 
was like visiting our own home mis- 
sionaries. All wanted us to stay longer 
and this we shall do if the Lord ever 
permits us to return, for we understand 
that evangelists and visiting ministers 
seldom go to the outlying islands and 
remote works. Brother Funk has a lovely 
church and a fine group in Hilo, but 
most of the other works are mission 
stations. The people are Japanese, Chin- 
ese, Filipino, Korean, Hawaiian, Portu- 
guese and Puerto Rican with all the 
combinations. You can readily realize 
tliis is a great mission field. They need 
our prayers and support, as all the works 
are from seven months to three years

old, except Hilo and Laupahoehoe; and 
there are not many established believers 
as the groups consist of many children, 
some women and a few men who are 
plantation workers. Only a few have 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit, but many 
come to hear the gospel. This is a fertile 
field, for many are idol worshippers and 
Catholics. Thank God we were per- 
nitted to have a ministry there and 
hearts were stirred to seek the Lord. 


From there we went by plane to Maui, 
the “Valley_Island,” where we found a 
wonderful spirit of prayer and revival 
prevailing in every church. It was a joy 
to minister there and see people seeking 
salvation and a deeper walk with the 
Lord. We were entertained first by Sis- 
ter Bernice Proctor and then by Brother 
and Sister Gene Pisoni. Sister Proctor 
is doing a fine work among the Japanese 
and is faithfully ministering to a group 
at Puunene. Sister Jane Collins is min- 
istering at Wailuku, and a lovely church 
building has been recently purchased 
from the Adventists. One evening we 
ministered to a group at Kahului, pas- 
tored by Brother and Sister Kalawai, 
then to Camp Thirteen, on one of the 
plantations, with Sister Yap and_ her 
group. Saturday night and Sunday serv- 
ices were held at Paia church with Sis- 
ters Thelma Simpkins and Nellie Ongias. 
Sister Thurmond ministered at Wailuku 
on Sunday morning with Sister Collins. 
What a blessed time we had in each 
place and I believe we can safely say 
there were souls saved, filled with the 
Holy Spirit, or refilled, in every service. 
How we wanted to stay! But we were © 
scheduled to be back on Oahu for the 
fellowship meeting and a week of serv- 
ices with Brother and Sister McCol- 
lister; so we lifted our hearts to God in 
prayer that He would keep the revival 
fires burning and God’s blessings upon 
each of the workers and their good 
people. 

Sister Thelma and Nellie are looking 
forward to opening the children’s home 
soon. Work on it was hindered through 
Sister Thelma’s illness and operation 
during the past year.

homes where idols are worshiped, out to 
service night after night earnestly seek- 
ing the Lord at the altar.

Throughout 
the year an evening Bible school is car- 
ried on with a capable faculty headed 
by Brother Vincent and with Sister Lois 
Carruthers as dean. The students prove 
a great blessing to the many church 
activities and in Sunday school, D,V.B.S.

The time was all too short, but the bal- 
ance of our stay was to be divided 
between the churches at Haleiwa, so 
Brother and Sister Vincent took us to 
Haleiwa to be with Brother and Sister 
Emberson. We had a lovely time and 
seekers were at the altar each evening, 
and we feel sure eternal results were 
wrought. These good folks are to be 
commended for the work they are doing 
among the Japanese people with the

The other old buildings are 
to be replaced with a modern Sunday 
school unit with living quarters which 
are much needed. Materials are on hand 
to start on this right away. The Head- 
ricks are all hard workers and the Lord 
has honored them with a fine group of 
people. It was a joy to be with them 
and see several receive the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit and others earnestly 
seeking the Lord. 

There are few white faces in the 
services on the islands. We felt we were 
indeed in another land. Most folk think 
of the islands as a vacation land, for 
swimming and sight-seeing, but though 
Waikiki beach is famous and swarms 
with white vacationers, the islands are 
populated with over 40 per cent Japan- 
ese, 19 per cent Hawaiians, 13 per cent 
Filipino, 7 per cent Chinese; Puerto 
Ricans, Koreans and Caucasians mak- 
ing up the balance. I believe this per- 
centage is higher on the other islands 
than on Oahu. 


The churches are not self-supporting. 
Therefore the workers need consistent 
monthly support. It is too bad some of 
them have to supplement their income 
by secular jobs when they could do so 
much more if devoting full time. Sac- 
rifices are being made willingly and 
cheerfully. We found no complaints, 
as they feel God has called and will 
not fail them. 

We enjoyed the native foods and had 
several farewell feasts which we ap- 
preciated very much. We were enter- 
tained royally. Everything possible was 
done for our convenience and _trans- 
portation on all the Islands. But with 
all the delightful tropical scenery, lofty 
mountains and waterfalls, great ex- 
panses of pineapple and cane fields, 
graceful banana trees and cocopalms, 
ferns and beautiful flowers, beaches with 
temperate waters for swimming, yet the 
times of morning prayer, the evening 
services and prayer with seekers at the 
altar and the enthusiastic singing will 
never be forgotten. : 

A warm welcome “Aloha” was given 
us. The farewell “Aloha” at the air- 
port warmed our hearts as the many 
friends gathered to see us off. We were 
back again in about twenty minutes as 
the plane developed engine trouble be- 
fore we took off, and we were enter- 
tained by the Vincents for the day, 
finally getting way at 7:00 that evening 
and landing in San Francisco about 
eight o’clock the next morning when we 
received a royal welcome by waiting 
members of our family. We have an 
enlarged vision of our responsibilities 
to the regions beyond and are thankful 
to God for this privilege of ministry and 
fellowship in the Hawaiian Islands.

She 
went on to say, “For He hath regarded 
the low estate of his handmaiden.” 

When we think of our own unworthi- 
ness, and of how marvelous and won- 
derful God is to us, we should repeat 
these historic words of Mary, “My soul 
doth magnify the Lord . . . He hath re- 
garded the low estate of his hand- 
maiden.” 

The thought that I would like to leave, 
as a practical application of what I have 
said above, is that we take time in our 
local W.M.C. meetings to make W.M.C. 
mean not only Women’s Missionary 
Council, but that it also might mean 
We Magnify Christ. Im sure that every 
W.M.C. meeting includes a time of de- 
votion before the Lord, but there is a 
danger of its just becoming a part of 
our program instead of the vital, im- 
portant time when we seek God’s ap- 
proval and sanction upon every effort.— 
Remember, make every effort, great or 
small, a means of exalting the Lord; 
then your W.M.C. group can be assured 
of W.M.C. meaning We Magnify Christ.
